2. North Central Telephone Cooperative was designated as an eligible 
Telecommunications carrier by the Kentucky Public Service Cornmission in 
Case No. 360 by order dated November 26, 1997. 

3 ,  North Central Telephone Cooperative estimates that it will receive 
approximately $703,009.00 of Federal Universal Service high cost 
support for Kentucky during the January 1, 201 3 to December 201 3 time 
period. 

4. All federal high-cost support provided to the Cooperative was used in the 
preceding calendar year and will be used in the coming calendar year only for 
the provision, maintenance and upgrading of facilities and services for which 
the support is intended, as designated by the Federal Communications 
Commission consistent with Section 254(e) of the federal 
Telecommunications Act.
